“we are paying out each day, in 
round figures, $1,000 to workmen as 
compensation for accidents, and an- 
other $500 per day for medical fees,” 
stated Commissioner J. A. Kinney, of 
the Workmen's Compensation board. 

“Yes, it keeps us pretty busy, all 
rigat,” he admitted. “We get an ay- 
erage of about 25 accidents reported 
each day. Some of them are minor 
affairs, of course—a cut or a bruise, 
or something in the eye, while others 
are more serious, entailing compen: 
sation to the workman for loss of 
in addition to the medical fee 
involved.” 

“Last year there were 7069 accident 
cases reported in the. various indus- 
tries which are included in the scope 
of the act. 54 of these were fatal, 
and 47 were sufficiently serious to 
cause permanent disability. Every 


serious accident is carefully: investl-|iayying about 200 daily, 


gated, and compensation arranged in 
each individual case, after consulta- 
tion with the injured. workman -him- 
self as to how he wishes his compen- 
sation paid,” 

“There have been but ten fatal acci- 
dents so far this year, but none have 
been classed as permanent disability 
cases, though of course, where men 
are receiving prolonged hospital treat: 
ment, it may be some time before per 
manent disability can be established. 
We have something like 50,000 work: 
men who come’ within the scope of 
the act, and 2,300 employers, apart 
from the municipal and school dis- 
tricts of the province.” 

Anybody who has an idea that Al- 
berta’s industrial payroll is rather in- 
significant, is in for a shock; for Mr. 
Kinney states that it- is around $60,- 
000,000 per year, and this does not 
include agricultural workers, store 
and office workers, and certain class- 
es of railroad employes.

WEST FOREIGNERS 


St. Catharines, Ont., April 12.—That 
conditions among the foreigners | in 
the Canadian west are in a disgraceful 
condition, was the statement of Rev. 
S, D. Chown, general superintendent 
of the Methodist church in Canada, 
in an address before the St. Cuathar- 
ines and district ministerial associa- 
tion. Marriage, he said, was alto- 
gether too devold of sentiment and 
merely an economic convenience. 

He denounced the present system of 
segregation, because there was no 
possibility of linking the people with 
Canadian ideals. In his opinion, the 
only way to save the west was to dis- 
tribute the immigrants among the 
white population and abolish the set- 
tlement of. whole blocks of land with 
foreigners. ‘By contact with a high 
level of living they could be imbued 
with different ideals to those obtained 
in their own country,” said Dr, Chown, 
He said he shuddered, to think of the 
future of the west unless some dras- 
tic means were taken to alter 
prevailing standard of living.

Jow grade butter, In 1917 Alberta 
butter had reached the highest peak 
of quality, in the history of the in-

The great fault has been of course 
in the quality of the cream, It is 
pointed out that in 7855 churnings 
‘in 1921, 50 per cent showed more or 
less stale cream flavor, so that the 
responsibility .of getting the produc- 
tion back to the high point of quality 
previously ogcupied rests with the far- 
‘ner and producer. 

Experience of both Saskatchewan 
znd Manitoba has proven that the ell- 
mination of the cream buying stations 
has resulted: in’ a marked improve- 
ment in the quelity of hutter, and, 
with some years’ experience of the 
new system there has been no» demand 
in these provinces for a return to the 
old system. 


Revenue from Ncw Taxes
